a printed circuit board with a variable resistor (VR) that optimizes flickering by 

adjusting a common voltage (Vcom); and 

a shied cover covering the printed circuit board with the variable resistor, 
wherein the shield cover includes a structure arranged over the variable resistor 

that is openable for adjusting the common voltage, and 

wherein the structure includes a U-shaped opening in the shield cover around the 

variable resistor, such that the variable resistor is selectively exposable by the structure.
